On January 11th the 
Catskill Region Off 
Track Betting Cor- 
poration (OTB) opened 
two new parlors in 
Broome County. The 


~ parlors were a first for 


Broome County after 
approving the OTB 
referendum by a two to 
one margin in 
November. 

This reporter visited 


the Endwell parlor 
located at 2117 East 


: 


Main Street to get a 


> first hand idea of what 
OTB was all about. 
Having never bet, 
never even saw a 
horse race, I was lost. I 
asked one of about 
twenty five bettors 
there how to place a 
bet. That was 
enlightening! 

When I told him I 
didn’t know what 
horses to bet on he 
asked me how old I 
was. Thinking I was 
about to be  ad- 
monished for 
something, I told him 


“‘twenty-four’’. He said 
“Well bet on two and 
four then, that’s B and 
D.”’ When I told him I 


was writing an article - 


for the Broome 
Community College 
Newspaper he replied 
“Well then bet B and 
C.”” I was tempted to 


tell him I was one of - 


thirteen children to see 
what he would say but 


-I decided to keep my 


mouth shut and look 
for a better (no pun 
intended) source of 
information. 

After trying to get 
tips from a couple 
other bettors, I gave up 
on that angle and 
decided to write a 
more informative 
article on OTB, I went 
to the manager, Mr. 
Geoff Mischler with a 


“list of questions I had 


prepared. Mr. 
Mischler said he would 
try to get me a per- 
sonal interview with 
Mr. Donald Groth, the 
president of OTB’s 


Catskill Region. 


Mr. Groth was not 
scheduled to be in town 
before my deadline but 
he did agree to a 
telephone interview. 

I called him from my 
home on Monday 


February 7. I was 
alone in the house 
when I first placed the 
call. I wasn’t on the 
phone two minutes 
when the house sud- 
denly seemed to fill 
with kids (part of that 
family of 13 I men- 
tioned earlier). Talk 
about unable to con- 
centrate! Kids were 
running all over the 
place, picking up the 
other phone extensions 
and slamming doors. 
Mr. Groth was kind 
enough to bear with me 
through all this and the 
following is the in- 
formation he had to 
offer. 

OTB came into 
existence in the 1970 
legislative session 
when legislators were 
perplexed by a 50 
million dollar deficit in 
New York — City’s 
budget. In a meeting at 
the Governor’s 
Mansion it was 
mentioned that OTB 
was purported to be a 
50 million dollar 
operation and it could 
be the answer to the 
deficit. New York City 
became the first area 
in the state to operate 
OTB. 
~ There are 16 OTB 


regions, Mr. Groth 
being President of the 
Catskill Region of 
which’ Broome’s 


Parlors are a part. The 
Catskill Region has 14 
branches in 6 counties. 
They handled ~— 19 
million in sales and 2 
million in profit last 


year. 
Groth estimates 
Broome’ County, 


currently in second 
place in the Catskill 
Region with a weekly 
handle of — 100-150 
thousand dollars will 
reap approximately 


250,000 dollars in profit 


from their first year of 
Operation. He 
speculates the figure 
could reach 400-500,000 
dollars in the years to 
come. He does not rule 
out the possibility of 
another parlor in 
Broome but says ‘“‘it’s 
too soon to tell’’ 


The Betting: 


The betting at OTB 
Parlors is all pari- 
mutuel, in other words 
you’re betting against 
each other’s money not 
the track or OTB. Bets 


placed at OTB are ° 


pooled to the track’s 
bets by computer; If

to 1 or 600 dollars on a 
two dollar ticket you 
must fill out the form 
for the IRS.” Groth 
explained. 

_ I asked Mr. Groth 
how much OTB cuts 
into illegal horse 
betting. ‘“Reasonably’’ 
he responed, “People 


. would prefer to bet 


legally.”” He said the 
drawback is_ that 
“people can only bet 
the tracks in New York 
State, so if a man 
wants to bet the 
Kentucky Derby what 
do we tell him? Go to 
your bookie?’’ 


Groth explained that 


only about 10 percent 
of all betting dollars 
could be attributed to 


horse racing. He 
referred -to OTB 
operation as their 


‘product line’? and 


_Said that this product 


line must be expanded- 
to other sports-if they 
are to compete at all 
‘with illegal betting. He 
said that “legislation is 
Continued on p. 6, col.

Don’t Get Hung Up 


‘Depend on it, sir, 
-_ when a man knows he 
is to be hanged in a 
fortnight, it con- 
centrates his mind 
wonderfully.” 

Samuel Johnson 
might well have been 
talking to students 
about pre-examination 
time and that gnawing 
feeling of foreboding! 
Examinations can 
concentrate one’s 
mind wonderfully, but 
in positive, practical 
manner that will not 
only increase your 
learning potential but 
help your per- 
formance. 

The key to both 
success in exams and 
enjoyment of college 
work lies in the ability 
to use time wisely. A 
pattern of good study 
habits begins as the 
term begins, but 
nowhere do you need 
them more than at 
examination time. You 
will be able to handle 
exams with a 
minimum of stress if 
you observe these six 
suggested steps 

1. Make a term study 
plan 

2. Use good review 
techniques

3. Develop a con- 
fident attitude 

4. Organize pre- 
exam hours 

5. Pace the exam 
carefully 

6. Reassess your 
work 


MAKE A_ TERM 
STUDY PLAN 


At the beginning of 
each term develop a 
daily schedule. 
Allocate time for class 
preparation, study, 
review, recreation, 
eating and _ sleeping. 

A study area is 
important. Have on 
hand the texts, study 
guides, outlines, 
dictionaries and 
reference books, 
paper, pads, 
notebooks, that will 
allow you to con- 
centrate without in- 
terruption. 

Study and review 
differ from each other. 
Study refers to lear- 
ning something for the 
first time. Review is 
critical because it 
strengthens 
retention of this new 
knowledge by viewing 


it as part of a whole. ©

Forgetting takes 
place most rapidly 
right after learning. 
Review and recall, 
therefore, are more 
effective soon after 
study. After each class 
go over the main points 
for ten to fifteen 
minutes to reinforce 
them in your mind. 

Don’t overtax your 
memory or stamina. 
Research shows that 
most people can ab- 
sorb and retain just so 
much knowledge at 
one time. It’s im- 


portant to study day by . 
day, week by week.. 


Each period of study 
should be no longer 
than one or one and a 
half hours, followed by 
recreation. 

Take legible class 
and study notes. 
Throughout the term 
underline your text- 
books and make 
pertinent notes in the 
margins. 


USE GOOD REVIEW 
TECHNIQUES 


Preparing for 
exams is largely a 
question of review. The 
time needed is not as 
extensive as some 
students’ think, 
provided you have 
been consistent in your 
work. Your should be 
able to review for 
weekly quizzes in no 
more than_ fifteen 
minutes, fora mid-tern 
hour exam in two to 
three hours, and for a 
final. exam in five to 
eight hours. 

Your preparation for 
a final exam should be 
carefully scheduled 
into the two weeks 
Prior to exam day. 
Organize a plan that 
does not interfere with 


Mr. Cotten practiced 
law for twenty years in 
the New York Gity and 
Binghamton areas 
before joining the 
Broome faculty.

Plan your review 
systematically. | Use 
textbook chapter 
headings or your in- 
structor’s outline as 
guides. Go _ from 
chapter notes to class 
notes, recalling im- 
portant headings and 
ideas. If some points 
are unclear, THEN 
reread the textbook. 
Don’t plan to learn 
something for the first 
time. : 

Making summary 
notes is helpful. In four 
to eight pages, outline 
the main points of your 
detailed class and text 
notes. This _ helps 
reinforce the major 
ideas and important 
details. 

Summary notes can 


also serve as a self-test _ 


toward the end of your 
preparation for exams. 
Put a sheet over each 
page and slowly un- 
cover the first heading. 
See . if -you’=.can 
remember the main 
points listed there. 

Try to predict the 
exam questions. Be 
alert throughout the 
term to the emphasis 
instructors put. on 
certain topics, ideas or 
aspects. 

Ask your professor 
what he recommends 
pre-examination 

Use __ these 
comments as a guide 
but don’t try to 
outguess him or her. 

Group reviewing can 
be helpful. Limit 
disc ussions 
significant points and

Concerning the field 
of history Mr. Cotten 
said very little hap- 
pened in 1976 that will 
go down as significant 
in history. He feels 
that the 1976 elec- 
tion will not prove to 
be a ‘‘major change of 
direction’’ for 
America. 

Mr. Cotten said he 
did not feel President 
Carter’s amnesty de- 
cision will encourage 
future draft evaders, 
should there . be 
another war in the 
future. He said the 
1960’s generation was 
a ‘“‘generation opposed 
to war!’’ Viet Nam 
was a totally different 
situation than World 
War II in which he 
served, in his opinion. 
“ Mr. Cotten said that 
President Carter’s 
training as a naval

One less drastic, and more practical solution would 
be to recruit more students to an institution by in- 
creasing the number of programs and courses taught 
on campus. The fact that many area high school 
graduates attend BCC before they continue on to 
other institutions, whether that be work or school 
should bring about a brain storm in someone to 
admit a larger number of students to BCC. 

The Continuing Education and evening classes are 
large drawing cards at BCC but why would. a large 
number of classes be cancelled??? (Other than a 
small enrollment). This area could also be enlarged 
to bring more students (and money) to the campus, 

It is bad enough that anyone has to be fired due toa 
budget cut. The magic number of 18.5 is unreal to the 
actual learning process (but not to the economic 
factors).

The fact that a college suchas Broome has to 
listen toan ultimatum “‘of do it or no money” has the 
stigma of capitalistic blackmail. 

Education in New York State and the United States 
as a whole is going down the tubes. Budget cuts 
everywhere, and one of the first places that 
politicians cut is the area of education, and for some 
odd reason our grand leaders in the government get 
a pay raise. Don’t they realize that the $5000 raise in 
one of the Senators paycheck could pay the tuition of 
5 students at BCC (Or any other small school foran 
example). Not that students should go to school for 
nothing, but financial aid is getting so tight that soon 
no one will be able to afford to go to school and 
schools won’t be able to function without state, and 
financial aid.

“Ski Iowa’’ is no longer a 
laughing matter. 

Cross-country ski trails 
have been cut in a couple of 


_ State forests in Iowa, putting 


the lie to those humorous T- 
shirts and posters em- 
blazoned with a picture of a 
forlorn skier.in the middle of 
a cornfield. The Iowa trail 
systems also point to the 
spread of ski touring, 
unquestionably the fastest 
growing aspect of skiing. 
Cross-country - Nordic - 
XC - Touring. All four mean 
the same thing: the ‘‘quiet 
sport’ of ski touring. 
During the past five years, 
perhaps only the glittering 
success of rock entertainer 
Elton John and the spiraling 
price of oil rival the growth 
of ski touring. And most_ 
observers feel the sport is 
nowhere near its peak. It’s 


as popular as tennis, a lot _ 


easier and far less ex- 
pensive. 

Briefly, ski touring is just 
what the name indicates: a 


skier hiking across snow 
covered hill and dale. Bin 
dings allow your heel to lift 
off the ski as part of your 
natural walking motion; ski 
poles help sustain your 
rhythmic glide and slide 
through woodlands or across 
open countryside. 

The differences between 
Nordic skiing and the more 
glamorous Alpine side of the 
sport are as basic as the 
terrain and the expense. 

You can ski tour over any 
patch of.land that has 
snowcover, whether it’s a 
specially cut trail as part of 
an official XC center layout 
or perhaps an old logging 
trail, just a snowy back road 
or even a golf course far 
from Alpine ski country. 
Nordic ski country is any 
snowcovered ground. 

Economy is a cornerstone 
of the sport’s popularity but 
not its only virtue: Cross- 
country centers require 
neither costly lifts nor base 
lodges which must be heated 
and maintained, sharply 
reducing the  center’s

overhead. Those savings are 
passed along to skiers in the 
form of trail fees that are 
just a buck or two daily with 
similarly inexpensive 
equipment rentals. 

Another spur to the recent 
growth of ski touring 
unquestionably is the ‘‘back 
to nature” element. There is 
a touch of it with Alpine 
skiing, but you’re more 
likely to savor the ‘quiet 
world”’ of Mother Nature, 
while touring. 


When ski touring in the 
woods or open fields, ski 
tourists can stop and watch a 
squirrel scramble from tree 
to tree in quest of some tiny 
nut or another pine cone; 
they can pause to watch a 
pond come to life in spring as 
the winter begins to fade; in 
Wyoming, XC. skiers have 
made their way through a 
herd of grazing elk more 
than once. 


And if the 3 E’s of ski 
touring—economy, en- 
vironment, and ease—aren’t 
enough for you, there’s the 
accessibility. Snowy regions 
obviously have- cross- 
country systems but in 
addition to Iowa there are 
touring centers in such non 
ski areas as Nebraska, 
Illinois, Indiana and among 
others, Virginia. 


“Tf you’ve got snow on the 
ground, you can go ski 
touring; whether it’s in your 
back yard or on a back 
road,’’ says Rudolf Mat-

This is not the case with 
Grogan. Straightforward 
and honest about his life, he 
doesn’t paint a pretty pic- 
ture—twice a drug addict, 
scrounging for free food, 
getting revenge on a man 
who set him up, and treating 
life like a giant game of the 
warrish street when he was a 
child. According to his life 
story, it is the memories of 
Ringolevio games that 
sustained his spirit, even 
when all hope had faded. 

Grogan sees fit to expose 
the corruption, cowardice, 
and lip service of the other 
conspicuous ‘“‘hippie’’ 
leaders of the ‘‘60’s.” They 
are used as comic charac- 
ters, pettily stealing 
Grogan’s ideas and using 
them, like Abby Hoffman 
did, in their fanciful press 
speeches, knowing that the 
little urchins that came from 
middleclass suburban areas 
only wanted ‘‘an adventure 
of poetry.” 

The book proves that all 
the “‘free’’ movements of the 
60’s were just a bunch of 
childish marde, 
Grogan’s diggers, giving out 
free food to white junkies 
and black bombers while 
claiming they were better 
because they were invisible, 
never wanting publicity for 
their campaigns. A™ group 
comprised of deformed 
women and sub-mental men 
doesn’t seem to be that great 
to me, their greatest feats 
are making long winded 
rhetorical speeches and 
throwing a cherry pie in the 
face of Alan Burke. At least 
Grogan admits these things, 
where most would gloss 
right over. 

The life of Grogan should 
serve as an example for too 
many of the jangled young. 
Even though he is an honest 
person, he offers-his Digger 
career as some kind of ac- 
complishment, since they 
were hassled just as much on 
phony charges as the SDS, 
but his career with them is 
also the ‘‘soft’’ part of the 


even. 


book as he gets stoned, gives 
the _ people a number of 
speeches, and becomes an 
almost mythical figure, 
exploding the bubble with a 
cool speech which turns out 
to be paraphrased from 
Hitler. Again, Grogan waxes 
messanic and turgid on the 
reader. 

Grogan is completely 
unaware of the lessons he is 
teaching us. He wants to 
show how the more messanic 
movements of the 60’s were 
beneficial to the American 
populace, but the lack of 
sham produces the opposite 
effect. The last pages cover 
the death of many leaders, 
black and white—their 
movements died with them. 
It is quite a contrast that 
Grogan has failed to see— 


the ““committed’’ 
movements” repre- 
sented something and 


were important, while the 
Diggers died of inertia and 
from lack of responsible 
leadership. 

Ringolevio is an_ in- 
teresting and well-written 
book that raises some 
questions about the hippie 
movement, but these 
questions are left unan- 
swered. Grogan seems like a 
Fronzie imitator, and the 
final words are facile. For 
the final, nagging question 
remains, who is Emmett 
Grogan?
